2. And ſince the ſeveral Sects of the Diſſenters 
differ as much as they do from the Eſtabliſhed 
Church, they can never form of chemſelves a Na- 
tional Church; nor have any Temption to ſet 
up any one Sect among them; for in that Caſe, 
all that the other Seas can expect, is only a To- 
leration, which they already enjoy by the Indul- 
gence of the State; aud therefore 'tis their Inee- 
reſt to ſupport the Eftabliſh'd Church againſt any 
other Set that would attempt to deſtroy ic. If 
nevertheleſs the Diſſenters were dangerous, Se- 
yerity is not ſo proper and effectual a Method 
to reduce them to the Church, as a charita- 
ble Indulgence, as is manifeſt by Experience; 
there having been more Diſſencers reconcil'd to 
the Church, ſince the Act of Toleration, than in 
all the Time ſince the Act of Uaiformicy, to the 
Time of the Ac of Toleration; and there is 
fcarce one conſiderable Family in England, in Com- 
munion with the Diſſenters. Severity may make 
them Hypocrites, but not Converts. 
3. It Severity could be ſuppos'd ever to be of 
| Uſe, yet this is not a proper Time for it, while 
| we are threatned wich much greater Dangers to 


. our Church and Nation, agaialt which the Pro- 
teſtant

teſtant Diſſenters bave ord, and are ſtill will- 
ing to joyn with us in our Defence; therefore 
we would not drive them from us, by enforcing 
the Laws againſt them, in a Matter which of ali 
others, muſt moſt ſenſibly grieve them, viz, the 


Education of their Children, which reduces them 
to a Neceſfity either of breeding them in a Way 
they do not approve, or of vin them with- 
out Inſtruction. . 

4. This muſt hamnore args to the Diſſen⸗ 
ters, becauſe it was little expected from the Mem- 
bers of the Eſtabliſh'd Church, after ſo favoura- 
ble an Indalgence as the Act of Tolerstion; and 
the repeated Declarations and Profeſſions: from 
the Throne and former Parliaments againſt Per- 
ſecution; which is the particular Badge of the 
Roman Church, which Avows and Praiſes this 
Doctrine; and yet. this has not been retaliated 
even upon the Papiſts: For all the Laws made 
againſt them, have been the Effet and juſt Pu- 
niſnment of Treaſons from Time to Time com- 
mitted Againſt the State. But it is not pretend- 
ed that this Bill is deſign'd as a Ppuniſhment of 
any. Crime which the Proteſtint Diſſenters have 
been guilty of againſt the Civil Government, or 
that they are diſaffected to the Proteſtant Succeſ- 


fon as by Law Eftabliſh'd, for i in this their-Zeal be 


is very conſpicuous. 

5: In all the Inſtances of 2 1 Laws, or of: a 
rigid Execution of the Laws againſt Diſſenters, 
it is very remarkable, That their Deſign was to 
weaken the Church, and to drive them into one 


common Intereſt with the papiſts, and to joy n in 
Meaſures tending to the Deſtruction of it. This 


was the Method ſuggeſted by Popiſh Councils, to 


9 them Gs the mo ſueceſſive * J 
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in the Time of King Charles the Hd: and the fof- 
Jowing one Iſſued out by King James the IId. to 
ruin all our Civil and Religious Rights; and we 
cannot think that the acts and contrivances of the 
Papiſts to ſubvert our Church, are proper means 
to preſerve it; eſpecially at a time when we are 
in more Danger of Popery than ever, by the De- 
figns of the Pretender, ſupported by the mighty 
Power of the French King, who is engage d to extir« 
pate our Religion, and by grese Numbers in this 
Kingdom, who are profeſſedly in his Intereſts.” 

6. But if the Diſſenters ſnould not be provok d 
by this Severity, to concur in the Deſtruction of 
their Country and the Proteſtant Religion; yet 
we may juſtly fear, that they may be driven by 
this Bill from England, to the great Prejudice of 
our Manufactures; for as we gain'd them by the 
Perſecution abroad, ſo we may loſe them by the 
like Proceedings at omg: 

7. The Miſeries we apprehend here, are great- 
iy enhanc'd by extending this Bill to Ireland, 
whereby the-Conſequences of it may be fatal; for 
Jince the Numbers of Papiſts in that Kingdom far 
exceeds the Proteſtants of all Denominations toge- 
ther, and that the Diſſenters are to be treated as 
Enemies, or at leaſt, as Perſons dangerous to that 
Church and State, Who have always, in all Times, 
joyn'd, and ſtill would joyn with the Members of 
that Church, in their common Defence, againſt the 
common Enemp of their Religion; and ſince the 
Army there is very much reduced, the Proteſtants 


dmhus unneceſſariſy divided, ſeems to us to be ex- 


pos d to the Danger of another Maſſacre, and the 
Proteſtant Religion in Danger of being extirpa- 
ted: And we may further fear, that the Scots in

us in our Defence, when they ſee thoſe of the
